Iraq is experimenting with an 
MPF with sesame and dates. 
Pakistan is undertaking a re­ 
search project with mustard 
seeds. In the Philippines the 
prospect* are good for a fish 
meal MPF and a coconut MPF.

"During the past 10 months 
the Foundation, shipped more 
than 3 f* million meals into 34 
countries," according to Miss 
Rose.
